F irst— To divide the city into four 
wards, which will contain as nearly 
as practicable the same number of 
inhabitants and shall lie composed of

Second- To decide the num ber\af 
mem iers composing the bo«jrd of pu 
lie safety, whether of two or four, 
and to fix their salaries, if any, and 
bonds. 
The members of this board 
are to be appointed by the mayor, and 
together with the mayor shall have 
charge of the police and fire depart­ 
ments. displacing the police and com 
mittees of council. No more th w half 
of this board shall be from the same 
political party. 
Third—To decide the number of 
members to compose the board oi 
public service, whether of three or 
five, and to fix their salaries, if any. 
and bonds. 
The members of this board are to 
be elected. 
Their duties and powers 
are of very large importance, calling 
for men of first ability and steiling 
integrity. 
To them will be given the 
larger 
part of 
tho 
administrative 
w'ork of the city. 
Practically all the 
public 
Improvements, 
buildings and 
properties will be in their charge— 
streets, avenues, sidewalks, sewers, 
public lights and 
buildings. 
They 
will also have charge of the water 
works, cemeteries and sewage dis>- 
jjosal plant, if any. 
Fourth—To fix the bonds and sal­ 
aries of all officers to be hereafter 
elected. 
Tho following officers are, to be 
elected on the first Monday in April, 
1903: 
Mayor, 
solicitor, 
treasurer, 
auditor, president of council, mem­ 
bers of the hoard of public service, 
and seven councilmen—four by wards 
and three on the general ticket.

with threatening harm to his wife. 
Mayor Baker had held this case over 
for two days in order to get evidence. 
Bess hadn’t a great deal to say tor 
himself. 
The court entered into an 
extensive resume of the case, and 
scored Bess severely tor his conduct. 
The mayor gave both Mr. and Mrs. 
Bess some good advice and exacted 
a promise from the husband that he 
Would not make any attem pt to inter­ 
fere with 
th* woman 
in case she 
seeks a separation. 
Bess had Attor­ 
ney J. E. Scott to defend him, and 
acted on his advice, although the at­ 
torneys did not take any active part 
in the trial. 
At the conclusion of the lengthy 
lecture the mayor imposed a fine of 
$10 and 
cost on the 
prisoner, but 
upon payment of the costs suspended 
the fine on condition that Bess con­ 
ducts himself properly hereafter.
